Beckwith of the failed Citizens Na­ 
tional bank of Oberlin, made a con­ 
fession regarding the bank’s transac- | 
tions with Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick. 
Mr. Beckwith said: 
“I am either an awful dupe or a ter­ 
rible fool. 
I guess there is no doubt 
about my being a fool. 
I know I have 
done wrong, and although crushed to 
the earth myself, 1 do not propose to 
be made a scapegoat to shield the 
sins of others. 
F urther concealment 
of the truth cannot help anyone. 
If I 
thought It could my lips would remain 
sealed as though I had been stricken 
dumb. 
The truth Is that others also 
m ust be caned to the bar to answer 
for their part in this terrible affair, 
and one of those whose answer must 
be had is Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick.”

The banker spoke in broken sen­ 
tences and tears were stream ing from 
his eyes. 
“I swore to my absolute 
faith In this woman,” he continued. 
"Yes. I swore to it and I do not deny 
it. 
But th a t was the thing for me to 
do as long as there was an atom of 
hope.

President C. T. Becx- 
wlth and Cashier Frank Spear of the 
latter Institution were brought here 
from Oberlin and the bank official« 
were later arraigned before United 
States Commissioner 
Starek. 
Both 
pleaded not guilty and waived a pre­ 
lim inary hearing. Com missioner Star­ 
ek fixed the bail at $10,000 In each 
case and bound the tw o men over to 
the grand Jury, which m eets in Feb­ 
ruary next. 
Spear 
was shortly afterw ard 
re­ 
leased on a bond signed by M. A Lan­ 
der, ex-county treasurer. 
Late last 
evening President Beckwith secured 
bondsmen in the persons of J. G. W. 
Cowles. A. J. Gilchrist and George A. 
Collins, and the aged banker was giv­ 
en his freedom. 
That the Oberlin bank, or President 
Beckwith, really possessed notes for 
$260,000 
and 
$500,000 
respectively, 
with the name of Andrew Carnegie 
signed thereto, is now known as a 
definite fact. W hether these notes are 
forgeries is yet to be shown. 
This is 
stated on the authority of United 
States District Attorney Sullivan and 
a very prom inent banker of Cleveland. 
Mr. Sullivan declared that he had the 
note for $250,000 witu Mr. Carnegie’s 
signature *n his possession and that It 
bore the name of Andrew Carnegie 
and was endorsed by C. L. Chadwick. 
A widely known banker, who request­ 
ed th at his name not be used, stated 
positively that he had seen the $500.- 
000 note signed "Andrew Carnegie." 
This banker said he was not familiar 
enough with Mr. Carnegie’s signature 
to state positively w hether the signa­ 
ture was genuine or a forgery. 
Receiver Nathan Loeser has filed 
his bond, thus m aking him the legal 
custodian of all property owned by 
Mrs. Chadwick. 
It is stated that the 
approval of Mr. Loeser’s bond ties up 
absolutely all of Mrs. Chadwick’s prop­ 
erty, and not a dollar of her debts can 
be paid out of the proceeds of her 
estate. 
All creditors, it Is said, must 
share alike. This is supposed to apply 
to the Newton claims, if there is an 
attem pt to pay it out of any money 
that may be due to the estate.

FAILURE OF NATURAL GAS 


"When they are making General 
Tyner’s tombstone,” said an Indianap­ 
olis man who had a life-long acquaint­ 
ance with the former Indianian, ex­ 
attorney general for the postofflce de­ 
partment, who died at Washington 
yesterday, “after his name and the 
usual dates they should carve the 
words ‘Died of a Broken Heart.’ That 
is without a doubt the chief cause of 
his death. 
Never did an old and here­ 
tofore faithful p iblic servant suffer 
keener and more utter humiliation 
than did General Tyner in the expose 
of the postofflce scandals, and never 
■was the mental suherirg of a scape­ 
goat more intense than the suffering 
of this old man who had ^rown gray 
in the service of hia country and who, 
in the evening of a 1 og and honorable 
career, was made to .suffer for the 
wrongs of others. Tried by a jury and 
acquitted, the f hu:.:e of the affair 
clung to him, ard the refusal of Justi­ 
fication by thos * i’i high places sim­ 
ply hastened the e; !. 
Hi3 heart was 
broken and he had no wish, even had 
he had the strength and vitality for 
the effort, to fight off the decline that 
ended in bis death yesterday.” 


An agitation ihat was started four 
years ago for a separate hospital for 
the treatment of the state's epileptics 
has been revived, and newly elected 
members of both houses of the gen­ 
eral assembly are being flooded with 
literature— pamphlets,

showing the need of such a centrally 
located institution. 
Investigation of 
the different poorhouses, jails, asy­ 
lums and such institutions throughout 
the state show that hundreds of per­ 
sons who are afflicted with nothing 
more than occasional epileptic attacks 
are confined in these places, some of 
the sufferers having been so incarcer­ 
ated for as much as twenty years or 
more. 
A determined effort will be 
made to secure the passage of a bill 
providing for such an institution, and 
the bill, it is given out, has already 
been drafted ready for introduction. 
A hospital such as is Intended would, 
it is estimated, cost in the neighbor­ 
hood of $500,000, and as it is desired 
to locate it centrally, it would prob­ 
ably be placed at or near Indianapolis.

Germany Displays Interest. 
Berlin, Dec. 6.—The keen interest 
with which Germany is watching the 
growth of the American navy, and the 
high opinion entertained by naval men 
in Germany of American naval tech­ 
nique, is shown by the Inclusion in 
the naval budget of an Item specifical­ 
ly covering the cost of sending officers 
to the United States to study methods 
of building and arming warships and 
other matters that may be applied to 
the betterment of the German navy. 
The recommendations of Secretary of 
the Navy Morton in hia annual report 
to the president of the United States 
are published prominently, and It ap­ 
pears that Amerioan plans are much 
preferred to those of Great Britain in 
naval circles here. 


Said to Be One of the Causes for Mat­ 
thews Bank Failure. 
Indianapolis, Dec. 6.—The removal 
of many factories from the state has ; 
been charged, of late years, to the fail 
ure of natural gas. but it has remained ; 
for John Wood, the defaulting Mat­ 
thews 1 anker, to set up a defense by 
assigning this as the cause for his 
bank’s suspension. 
In the hearing of 
the Wood ease in the federal court 
here it wa3 stated by Wood’s attor- j 
neys that the failure of natural gas 
was the impelling force in the bank's 1 
suspension. 
The case attracted much 
attention 
throughout 
the 
gas 
belt 
when the bank suspended last sum -, 
mer. 
Wood is making a hard fight to j 
escape punishment. 
In his opening statement District 
Attorney Keallng briefly gave a his 
tory of the case, and said that only one 
man was on trial, but that it was more 
than probable that the trial of others 
would follow. 
He said that John H 
Wood is charged with embezzlement, 
making false entries in his books and 
in his reports, and with misappropria­ 
tion of funds of the banks. 
He said that this embezzlement bad , 
been done by substituting worthle s 
securities and stock for some of the 
b ark ’s eash, while acting as its cash­ 
ier. Scarcely ten days before the bank 
was forced to close it3 doors, he said, 
a dividend had been declared in fa­ 
vor of the stockholders. Of the assets 
and liabilities of the bank. Kealtng 
said that at tho time of the failure 
there were deposits aggregating $49,- 
G52.74, and ihere v/ere alleged assets 
of $123.583. but that of these alleged 
assets $85,000 was absolutely worth­ 
less. 
The depositors, he said, would 
receive about 30 per cent.

Of necessity the careful Investigation 
of special corporations will afford the 
commissioner 
knowledge 
of certain

might be an improper infringement of 
private rights. The method of making 
public the results of these investiga­ 
tions affords, under the law, n means 
for the protection of private rights. 
The congress will have all facts except 
such as would give to another cor­ 
poration Information which would in­ 
jure the legitim ate business of a com­ 
petitor and destroy th** incentive for 
Individual superiority and th rift 
The bureau lias also made exhaustive 
examinations into the legal condition 
under which corporate business is car­ 
ried on in the various states, into all 
judicial decisions on the subject and 
into the various systems of corporate 
taxation in use. I call special attention 
to the report of the chief of the bureau, 
and I earnestly ask that the congress 
carefully consider the report and rec­ 
oin mendntlons of the commissioner on 
this subject. 
The business of insurance vitally af­ 
fects the great mass of the people of 
the United States and is national and 
not 1 icnl in its application. It involves 
a multitude of transactions among the 
people of the different states and be­ 
tween American companies and for­ 
eign governments, I urge that the con­

When we come to deal with great 
corporations the need for the govern­ 
ment to act directly Is far greater than 
in the case of labor, because great cor­ 
porations can become such only by en­ 
gaging in Interstate eommeree, and in­ 
terstate commerce is peculiarly the 
field of the general government- It is 
an absurdity to expect to eliminate the 
abuses in great corporations by state 
action, lt is difficult to be patient with 
an argument that such m atters should 
be left to the states, l>ecause more than 
one state pursues the policy of ereat 
log on easy term s corporations which 
are newer operated within that stato 
at all, but In other states whose laws 
they Ignore. 
The national government 
alone can deal adequately with these 
greut corporations. 
To try to deal 
with them In an Intem perate, destruc­ 
tive or demagogic spirit would in ail 
probability mean that nothing w hat­ 
ever would be accomplished, and with 
absolute certainty th at if anything 
were accomplished lt would be of a 
harmful nnture. 
The American peo­ 
ple need to continue to show the very 
qualities that they have shown—that is, 
moderation, good sense, the earnest 
desire to avoid doing any damage and 
yet the quiet determination to proceed, 
step by step, without halt and w ithout 
hurry, in eliminating or at least in 
minimizing w hatever of mischief or of 
evil then* Is to interstate commerce 
in the conduct of great corporations. 
They arv acting in no spirit of hostility 
to wealth, either individual or cor­ 
porate. They are not against the rich 
man any more than against the poor 
man. On the contrary, they are friend 
ly alike toward rich man and toward 


Ueve that as a fair security to ship­ 
pers the commission should be vested 
with the power where a given rate has 
been challenged and after full hearing 
found to lie unreasonable to decide, sub­ 
ject to judicial review, wliat shall be a 
reasonable rate to take Its place, the 
ruling of the commission to take effect 
immediately and to obtain unless and 
until it is reversed by the court of re­ 
view.

In dealing w ith the questions of im­ 
migration and naturalization it is in­ 
dispensable to keep certain facts ever 
before the minds of those who share 
in enacting tin* laws. 
I-Trst and fore­ 
most. let u-. remember that the ques­ 
tion of being a good American has 
nothing w hatever to do with a m an's 
birthplace any more than it has to do 
w ith his creed. 
In every generation 
from the time this government was 
founded men of foreign birth have 
stood In the very foremost rank of 
good citizenship, and that not merely 
in one hut in every field of American 
activity. 
There is no danger of having too 
many im m igrants of the right kind, 
hut the citizenship of this country 
should not be debased. It is vital that 
we should keep high the standard of 
w'ell being among our wageworkers, 
and therefore we should not adm it 
masses of men whose standards of liv­ 
ing and whose personal customs and 
habits are such that they tend to lower 
the level of the American wageworker, 
and above all we should not adm it any 
man of au unworthy type. 
Similarly 
we should take the greatest care about 
naturallzati >n. 
Fraudulent naturaliza­ 
tion, the naturalization of hnproper 
persons, is a curse to our government, 
and it i:3 tin* affair of every honest 
voter, wherever horn, to see that no 
fraudulent voting is allowed, th at no 
fraud in connection with naturaliza­ 
tion is permitted. 
Revision of K n(araliin(ton taw » 
There should he a comprehensive re­ 
vision of the naturalization laws. 
The 
courts 
having 
power to 
naturalize 
should bo definitely naimnl by national 
authority, the testimony upon which 
naturalization may be conferred should 
he definitely prescribed, publication of 
impending naturalization applications 
should ho required in advance of their 
hearing In court, the form and word­ 
ing of all certificates issued should lie 
uniform throughout the country, and 
the courts should be required to make 
returns to the secretary of state at 
stated periods of all naturalizations 
conferred. 
Not only are the laws relating to 
naturalization now defective, but those 
relating to citizenship of the United 
States ought also to be made the sub

F oreign Policy. 
The steady aim of this nation, as of 
nil enltght« nod nations, should he to 
strive t > bring ever nearer the day 
when there shall prevail throughout 
the world the peace of justice, hut 
there are kinds of peace which are 
highly undesirable, which are in the 
long run ns destructive ns any war. 
The goal to set before us ns a nation, 
the goal which should he set before all 
mankind, is the attainm ent of the 
peace of justice, of the peace which 
comes when each nation Is not merely 
safeguarded In its own rights, but 
scrupulously recognizes and performs 
its 
duty 
toward 
others. 
Generally 
peace tells for rlghteousm ss. but if 
there is conflict between the two then 
our fealty is due first to the cause of 
righte msiuvs. 
Unrighteous wars are 
common and Unrighteous j>eace is rare, 
but both 
should 
he shunne.l. 
The 
right of freedom nnd the responsibility 
for the exercise of that right cannot be 
divorced. One of our groat poets has 
well and finely said that freedom is not 
a gift th a t tarries long in the hands of 
cowards. Neither does it tarry long in 
the hands of those too slothful, too dis­ 
honest or too unintelligent to exercise 
it. The eternal vigilance which is the 
price of liberty ihust he exercised 
sometimes to guard against outside 
foes, although, of course, far more of­ 
ten to guard against our own selfish or 
thoughtless shortcomings. 
It is our duty to remember th at a na­ 
tion has no more right to do injustice 
to another nation, strong or weak, than 
an individual has to do injustice to an­ 
other individual; that the same moral 
law applies In one ease as In the other. 
But we m ust also remember that it is 
ns much the duty of the nation to 
guard its own rights and its own inter­ 
ests as it is the duty of the individual 
so to do. Until some method Is devised 
by which there shall he a degree of In­ 
ternational control over offending na­ 
tions it would he a wicked thing for 
the most civilized powers, for those 
with most sense of international obli­ 
gations and with keenest nnd most gen­ 
erous appreciation of the difference be­ 
tween right and wrong, to disarm. If 
the groat civilized nations of the pres­ 
ent day should completely disarm , the 
result woul l mean an immediate re­ 
crudescence of barbarism lu one form 
or another. Under any circum stances a 
sufficient arm am ent woukl have to he 
kept up to serve the purposes of inter­ 
national police, nnd until international 
cohesion and the sens * of international 
duties and rights are far more ad­ 
vanced than at present a nation desir­ 
ous bath of seen ¡¡i.; respect for itself 
and of doing gooJ t > others mu t have 
a f >ree adequate f >r t’:e w >rk which it 
feels ia allotted t » it as it» part of the 
general world duty. Therefore it fol­ 
lows that a self respecting, just an I 
farseelng nation should on the one 
hand endeavor by every means to aid 
in the development of the various 
movements which tend to provide sule 
stitutes for war, which tend to render 
nations In their actions toward one au- 
other and indeed tow ard their own 
peoples more responsive to the general 
sentiment of humane and civilized 
mankind, and, on the other hand, that 
lt should keep prepared, while scrupu­ 
lously avoiding wrongdoing itself, to 
repel any wrong nnd in exceptional 
coses to take action which in a more 
advanced stage of international rela­ 
tions would come under the head of 
the exercise of the international police. 
A rbitration T reaties. 
W e are in every way endeavoring to 
help on, with cordial good will, every 
movement which will tend to bring us 
into more friendly relations with the 
rest of mankind. In pursuance of this 
policy I shall shortly lay before the sen­ 
ate treaties of arbitration with all pow­ 
ers which are willing to enter Into these 
treaties with us. 
lt is not possible at 
this period of the world’s development 
to agree to arbitrate all matter», but 
there are many m atters of possible 
difference between us and other na­ 
tions which can be thus arbitrated. 
Furtherm ore, at the request of the in­ 
terparliam entary 
union, 
an 
eminent 


b jrn here or born abroad, 
lt hnfl 
proved very difficult to secure from 
Russia the right for our Jewish fellow 
citizen to receive passports and travel 
through Russian territory. 
It is a 
wrong aguinst which we are entitled to 
protest to refuse him his passport 
w ithout regard to his conduct and char­ 
acter, merely on racial and religious 
grounds. 
The Navy, 
The strong arm of the government 
In enforcing respect for its ju st rights 
In international m atters is the navy of 
the United States. 
I most earnestly 
recommend that there he no halt in the 
work of upbuilding the American navy. 
We have undertaken to build the isth­ 
mian canal. 
We have undertaken to 
secure for ourselves our just share in 
the trade of the orient. 
W e have un­ 
dertaken to protect our citizens from 
improper treatm ent In foreign lnnds. 
We continue steadily to insist on the 
application of the Monroe doctrine to 
the w estern hemisphere. 
Unless our 
attitude in these and all sim ilar m at­ 
ters Is to be a mere boastful sham we 
cannot afford to abandon our naval 
programme. 
Our voice is now potent 
for peace and is so potent because we 
are not afraid of war. 
B ut our prot­ 
estations upon behalf of peace would 
neither receive nor deserve the slight­ 
est attention if we were Impotent to 
m ake them good. 
Th«* Army. 
W ithin the last three years the U nit­ 
ed States has set an example in dis­ 
arm am ent 
w here disarm am ent w as 
proper. 
By law our arm y Is fixed at 
n maximum of 100,000 and a minimum 
of 60,000 men. 
When there was insur­ 
rection in the Philippines we kept the 
army nt the maximum. Peace came In 
the Philippines, nnd now our army 
has been reduced to the minimum nt 
which it is possible to keep it with due 
regard to Its efficiency. 
We should be 
nble, in the event of some sudden 
emergency, to put into the field one 
first class arm y corps, which should be, 
as a whole, at least the equal of nny 
body of troops of like num ber belong­ 
ing to nny other nation. 
< iroat progress has been made in pro­ 
tecting our coasts by adequate fortifi­ 
cations 
with 
sufficient 
guns. 
We 
should, however, pay much more heed 
than nt present 
the development of 
nil extensive system of floating mines 
for use in nil our more Im portant har­ 
bors. 
These mines have been proved 
to l»e a most formidable safeguard 
against hostile fleets. 
The P hilippine*. 
In the Philippine Islands there has 
lieen during the past year a continua- j 
tion of the steady progress which has i 
obtained ever since our troops definite­ 
ly got the upper hand of the insur­ 
gents, 
The Philippine people, or, to j 
speak 
more 
accurately, 
the 
many 
tribes nnd even races sundered from 
one another more or less sharply who j 
go to make up the people of the Philip­ 
pine Islands, contain many elements 
of good, nnd some elements which we j 
have a right to hope stand for prog­ 
ress. 
At present they are utterly in­ 
capable of existing in independence at 
nil or of building up a civilization of 
their own. 
I firmly believe that we 
can help them to rise higher nnd high- I 
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poor man, provided only that each acts tion a c t 
Indeed they are essential to 
the w elfare of every one of the great 
interests of the west. 
I have repeatedly called attention to 
the confusion which exists in govern­ 
ment forest m atters because the work 
Is scattered among three independent 
organizations. 
As I have recommend­ 
ed, all the forest work of the govern­ 
ment should be concentrated in the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture, where the 
larger part of th at work is already 
done. 
The Canyon of the Colorado 
should be made a national park, nnd 
the national park system should in­ 
clude the Yosemite and us many as 


in a spirit of Justice and decency to­ 
ward his fellows. 
Great corporations 
are necessary, nnd only men of great 
nnd singular mental power can man­ 
age 
such 
corporations 
successfully, 
and such men must have great re­ 
wards. 
But the»« corporations should 
be managed with due regard to the 
interest of the public ns a whole. 
Where this can be done under the pres­ 
ent laws lt must be done. 
Where 
these laws come short others should 
be enacted to supplement them. 
Bureau of Corporation*. 
The bureau of corporations has made 
careful preliminary Investigation of i»oB3ible of the groves of giant trees In 
many Important corporations. 
It will j 
make a special report on the beef In- j 
dustry. 
The policy of the bureau is to ac­ 
complish the purposes of its creation j 
by co-operation, not antagonism; by 
making constructive legislation, not 
destructive prosecution, the immediate 
object of its inquiries; by conservative 
investigation of law and fsct and by 
refusal to issue incomplete and hence 
necessarily Inaccurate reports. Its pol­ 
icy being thus one of open Inquiry Into 
«nd not attack upon business, the bu­ 
reau has been able to gain not only the 
confidence, but, better still, the co-op- 
eration, of men engaged In legitimate 
business.

Any country whose people 
conduct themselves well can count upon 
our hearty friendship. 
If a nation 
shows that it knows how to act with 
reasonable efficiency nnd decency in so­ 
cial and political matters, if it keeps

ence for which they nre as yet totally 
unfit. 
On the other hand, our people m u s t; 
keep steadily before their minds the 
fact that the Justification for our stay 
in the Philippines must ultim ately rest 
chiefly upon the good we are able to 
do in the islands. 
I do not overlook 
the fnct that In the development of our 
interests 
in 
the 
Pacific ocean and 
along its coasts the Philippines have 
played and will play an im portant part 
nnd that our interests have been serv­ 
ed in more than one way by the pos­ 
session of the islnnds. 
But our chief 
reason for continuing to hold them 
m ust be th at we ought In good faith 
to try to do our share of the world’s 
work, nnd this particular piece of work 
has I teen imposed upon us by the re­ 
sults of the w ar with Spain. 
We are 
endeavoring to develop the natives 
themselves so that they shall take an 
ever increasing share In their own gov­ 
ernment, and, as far ns is prudent, wo 
are already adm itting their representa­ 
tives to a governmental equality w ith 
our own. 
There nre commissioners, 
judges nnd governors in the islnnds 
who are Filipinos and who have exact­ 
ly the same share iu the government 
of the islands as have their colleagues 
who nre Americans, while in the lower 
ranks, of course, the great m ajority of 
the 
public 
servnnts 
nre 
Filipinos. 
W ithin two year« we shall be trying 
the experiment of an elective lower 
house in the Philippine legislature. 
If 
the Filipinos net w ith wisdom nnd self 
restraint, if they show th a t they nre 
capable of electing a legislature which 
in its turn is capable of taking a sane 
and efficient part in the actual work of 
government, they can rest assured that 
n full and increasing m easure of rec­ 
ognition will 1k> given them.

I earnestly hope for the immediate 
enactm ent into law of the legislation 
now pending to encourage American 
capital to seek investm ent in the is­ 
lands in railroads, in factories, in plan­ 
tations and in lumbering and mining. 
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
